The Am erican Association for the Core of Ine­ 
briates m et again yesterday at Association Hall, 
Twenty-third street aud Fourth avenue. Dr. Joscpli 
Parish presiding, and Dr. D. Q. Dodge Secretary. 
A morning, an afternoon and an evening 8cs<>ion 
were held. A few new delegates were Introduced. 
A paper on ”Uow Our Home Is Conducted” was 
reatl by .Samirtl P. Godwin, President of the Frank- 
I lin Reformatory Home for inebriates, Philadelphia. 
Dr. George Bird, of Binghamton, read an es.«»y 
entitled "Further Observations on the I*athology of 
inebriation.” 
The rcjiort ol the Franklin Home was presented 
by Rev. Dr. Har.ls. 
An im portant paper entitled "E.xtracts from 
Brlllah Medical Tcatlmony" was presented by Dr. 
Dodge. Hnpcrlnteuilcnt ol tbo New York State In- 
ebiiate Asylum at Binghamton. 
The report of the Htate Asylum was read and 
accepted. 
Dr. Mason present d a report from the Commit­ 
tee on Legislation, which elicited considerable dis­ 
cussion, in which Dr. Mason, Rev. .Mr. WMls, Dr. 
Parish and others participated. 
Tne two leading I oluts in the report were those 
which touched u.ion the separation of drunkards 
from other prisoners In lo knps and jails and the 
retaining by force, at certain times, ol voluntary 
Inm ates In the Inebriate asyliiiiis. There was only 
one opinion as to the separation of d runkards from 
oMier prisoners in the Jails, and th at was strongly 
condem natory 0: the present system, according to 
which a youth Incarcerated for drunkenness was 
obliged to associate with the vilest criminals. Very 
olten, It was stated, this system resulieil In making 
thieves of young men who, were It not for tho 
imd companionship In which they were thrown 
In the prison, m ight lie rcspccU bie members of so­ 
ciety. 
Various opinions were expressed as to the 
mlvisalilllly of using force in retaining in the asy­ 
lums Inm ates who were nnable of them selves lo re­ 
sist the th irst for strong drink. Htorles lor and 
against this were told freely, but the prevHilIng Im­

walk-over of it in the Fresidential race. Gold 
went down to 112J, or three per cent lower 
than it sold only a week ago, and nearly as 
low as it has been since last Winter. 


in summing up the resolto hardlj a doubt can 
be entortoined of the re-election of General 
Grant in November for another Presidential 
term. Ho far the local elections of the year 
have indicated no louses to him since 1888. 
New Hampshire, Oonneoticot, Oregon, North 
Carolina, Vermont and Maine, and now Penn­ 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Nebraska and Seuth 
Carolina, have, each in its tnm, iMX>nonnoed 
in favor of the administration, while on the 
other hand only the State of Georgia has de­ 
clared against it. 
Now Hampshire and Oounectiout indicated 
the solidity of the republican lines in the 
East, Vermont and Maine confirmed it; North 
Carolina, the first dfa-oct test of the strength of 
the new opposition ooaliUon, failed to develop 
any material accessions to the democratic 
party from the auti-Grant republicans in the 
South, while in the results in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and Nebraska we now perceive, 
from these importent elections of Tuesday lost, 
that in the central States and the West the 
republican followers of Greeley and Brown 
have failed to carry over to the reconstructed 
democracy the popular balance of power. The 
republican party, in short, from these October 
elections of 1872, holds substantially the same 
ground and the same advantngoe which it 
commanded under General Grant after the 
October elections of 1868, and so far the con­ 
sequences to Greeley and Brown in November 
are foreshadowed in the defeat of Seymour 
and Blair. 
Whatever the shortcomings or the mistakes 
of General Grant in his great office, and not­ 
withstanding the desertions from him of such 
conspicuous party leaders as Sumner, Trum­ 
bull, Greeley, Brovm, Sohurz, Fenton, Curtin 
and McClure, the American people still grate­ 
fully remember the incalculable services of the 
great soldier who extinguished the Southern 
rebellious confederacy and restored the Union; 
and still remember, too, the condition of the 
national treasury and its administration when 
turned over to General Grant, and the practi- 
cal reforms and retrenchments which have fol­ 
lowed under his honest management. But 
above all considerations, no doubt, which have 
operated in General Grant’s favor in these re­ 
cent elections is the consideration that while 
the financial and business aft’airs of the coun­ 
try will sufibr no disastrous shock or revulsion 
from his re-election wo do not know what might 
be the consequences in 1873 of a political revo­ 
lution 
in 
1872. 
In view of this im­ 
portant 
matter 
of 
the 
financial 
and 
business 
affairs 
of 
the country, 
the 
question of a universal amnesty is eclipsed, 
general as is the desire of the people to oblit­ 
erate all traces of the sectional animosities of 
our civil war. Indeed, upon this question of 
Southern reconciliation, if the good work has 
been too long trifled with and delayed, the 
fault lies more with Congrc^ than with the 
Presideut, as we infer, in the popular estima­ 
tion, and hence the failure of the opposition 
to make this reconciliation a ruliug issue be­ 
fore the people. 
It is apparent, at all events, from the sug­ 
gestive figures of these October elections, that 
hardly a doubt can be raised of the re-election 
of General Grant in November. Nor can it be 
be questioned that those administration vic­ 
tories will exert a powerful influence upon

New York, in common with all the other 
States of the Union. General Grant is strong 
among the people of this Slate, and there are 
good reasons for believing that be has been 
rather gaining than losing ground from 
recent events in this quarter. 
The re­ 
publican State ticket, headed by the popu­ 
lar names of General Dix and General 
Robinson, strengthens the national ticket 
of Grant and Wilson. But above all, tho dis- 
tractions and divisions among the democrats 
of this city promise them anything but those 
heavy majorities required to overcome the 
republican strength of the rural districts. In 
1868, under the imperial sway of the old Tam­ 
many Ring, with its unlimited command of 
money, the democracy of this city rolled up 
the startling majority of some sixty thousand 
for Seymour and close upon seventy thousand 
for Hoffinan, whereby Seymour secured the 
Presidential Electors of the State by ten thou­ 
sand, and Hoffman was elected Governor by 
twenty thousand majority. 
Now, is there any prospect for a metropoli­ 
tan democratic majority on the Presidential 
or State ticket of seventy, sixty, or filty thou­ 
sand in the coming November? Tammany 
has been reconstructed on the basis of reform;

tickets, known of all men as honest and fear­ 
less reformers, she might have fused around 
her city candidates 
the rank and file, 
with few 
exceptions,

Grant elements of the island. But Tam­ 
many 
halts upon 
the mayoralty, 
and 
hedges to the back track on the judiciary, and 
in other things she betrays the handiwork oi 
the scene-shifters of the old condemned Ring. 
What prospect, then, is there for a demo­ 
cratic majority in this city sufficient to weigh 
down in November the majorities for Grant 
and Dix from the interior, the northern, 
western and southern counties of the State, 
stimulated as tho republicaus everywhere will 
be, and disheartened os the opposition forces 
must be by these October elections? We can 
only answer that the prospect in Now York 
State is vastly improved in favor of Grant and 
Dix, and that under all these distractions and 
divisions among the democrats of the metrop­ 
olis, and from the suspicious proceedings of 
Tammany, the city itself may be carried by 
the reformers outside the Tammany organiza­ 
tion.

The whirl­ 
wind of reform witioh swept over city and 
State last November was a surprise to all par- 
tiea, but in this instanoe the some effects from 
the same causes will be no surprise to any 
party. 
Tho truth to that tlie republicans in con­ 
junction with the iitf lu party of the Commit­ 
tee of Seventy, and with democratic diver­ 
sion under O’Brien, count upon carrying tho 
city in November, while from the the demoral­ 
izations of the opposition elements resulting 
from these metropolitan discords those Octo­ 
ber elections, those Bourbon democrats and 
other ohstructious to Greeley and Brown, and 
Cox and Kornan, the party of the national 
admiuistrotion now confidently coimt upon 
carrying the State for Grant and Wilson, and 
Dix and Tremain. And of all the discourag­ 
ing conditions of the situation, city and State, 
to the opposition alUauce, the doubtful posi­ 
tion of Tammany at this juncture is the 
worst; and in attempting to serve two mas­ 
ters, or to sit upon two stools—Tweed and 
city reform—Tammany must fidl to the ground. 
The Empire State for November has become 
doubtful, and New York city itself, through the 
folly of Tammany, may be lost to the demo­ 
cratic party on tho 5th of NovemlxT.

The now réyime of Italian opera in this city 
is not without the usual difficulties and short­ 
comings. It has given us one traiisoendont 
artist in Pauline Lncoa, and, on tha whole, a 
fair ensemble of artistic merit, besides some 
improvement in scenery, the choruses aud the 
orchestra; but we shall not be satisfied till the 
opera to rained to the same standard of excel­ 
lence in all respects that it has reached in the 
first capitals of Europe. Our people are will­ 
ing and able to pay for that. This has been 
shown in the liberal support they gave to opera 
during tho last season, when NUsson was the 
star, and the season that has just commenced, 
with Lucca as the great attraction. Admitting 
that we have not so many first or even second 
rate artiste to draw from as they have in Lon­ 
don, Paris, Berlin or S t Petersburg; that there 
is considerable difficulty in inducing such art­ 
ists to cross the Atlantic, and that when tempted 
to come it is only by managers paying them 
extravagantly for their services, still there are 
valuable and attractive auxiliaries to operatic 
IKirformanoes that may he obtained at not so 
groat a cost. The orchestra, for example, 
could be made better and the choruses be 
improved. 
In some operas a strong and 
effective choru.s is so noceasary that without it 
the whole performance may become flat. This 
defect has been complained of in the perform­ 
ance of “L’Africaiiio,” notwithstanding the 
sui>erb singing and acting of Pauline Lucca. 
Though we could hardly expect everything to 
run smoothly and entirely satisfactorily the 
first few nights of the season, for both the 
orchestra and choruses have to become well 
drilled, yet the public have a right to require 
greater efficiency, aud we hope the managers 
will not disappoint expectation. 
Then, again, 
some of the artists who take first or important 
parts, 
except 
Lucca, • have 
not 
been 
ctiteful enough with their voices. Making 
every allowance for the cflect of our capricious 
climate at this season of the year, and upon 
these strangers particularly, the public have 
just reason to complain when these artists do 
not avoid taking colds and sing hoarsely and 
indifferently. 
When they do so the weight 
of the performance falls upon the prima donna, 
and however ably she may do her part, it is 
unfair to her and unsatisfactory to the 
audience. Another drawback to first rate 
opera, as well as a great embarrassment to the 
managers, is the interference of certain cliques 
with Uie management They have the absurd 
pretension to dictate what shall or shall not 
be performed and who shall or shall not per­ 
form. They even engage the Bohemians, who 
are aflEUiated with them, to threaten cmd em­ 
barrass the managers. They forget that the 
opera is for the public gratification and 
cultivation in music and 
not merely to 
gratify their conceit and pretensions. 
The 
season has opened well, with the exceptions 
mentioned, is well supported by the people 
and fashionable socifity, and promises to be a 
brilliant one. We are always- disposed to giv e 
the greatest encouragement to this delightful 
and refining amusement, and in pointing oat 
what improvements are needed we do so both 
in the interest of the public and for the 
benefit of the management And here we 
must give the managers due credit for abolish­ 
ing the claque and other kinds, of clap-trap, 
which heretofore was a nuisance, as well as 
for suppressing the vast and indiscriminato 
dead-head system. It is a good, indication for 
opera in the future when the managers are 
resolved to let it stand upon its merits. 
In 
Lucca they have all that could be desired in a 
prima donna. She has real genius, has no 
suijorior, if an equal, in the world, and both 
her singing and acting are exquisite. Let us 
have the orchestra and the choruses as good 
as they can be made, a conscientious per­ 
formance by the other artists, and, if neces­ 
sary, a fresh supply of artists- to aid those 
already engaged, and the season cannot fail to 
be successful and profitable.

smartness of the American pressman, but in 
their own dull way they have entered on the 
path of progress.

Perhaps the best example of the growing in­ 
fluence and importance of American journal­ 
ism in Europe is furnished by tho success of 
the American Register in tho capital of Prance. 
Until a few years ago the only journal in the 
English language published in Paris was the 
English organ, the Galignant, which monopo­ 
lized tho patronage of the English-speaking 
people; but, in order to obtain a partial sup­ 
port from the French population, one-half tho 
paper was printed in the language of the coun­ 
try. From time to time efforts were made to es­ 
tablish an American paper, but the attempts had 
in every instanoe before the appearance of the 
American Register ended in failure. This was, 
no doubt, in great part due to the inexperience 
and want of training of those who undertook 
to carry out the project. Of course the diffi­ 
culties to be surmounted were considerable, 
and at first sight the results to be obtained, 
even with success, seemed inadequate to the 
labor involved in the undertaking. Matters 
remained in this condition until the arrival in 
Paris of Mr. Ryan, the present editor and pro­ 
prietor of the rimertcan Register. This gentle­ 
man had been connected with the H e r a ld , 
and received a journalistic training while on 
its staff that stood him in good stead when he 
resolved to found an American organ which 
should rival the long-established but some­ 
what slow Oaliynani. The undertaking was on 
arduous one; but by dint of energy and a 
display of rare journalistic ability Mr. Ryan 
has succeeded in creating an organ of Ameri­ 
can opinion in Paris that not alone rivals but 
already surpasses the English Oaligncmi in all 
the essentials of a good newspaper. Unlike its 
rival the Register to wholly written in English 
and relies for support on the English-speaking 
population. 
While preserving the valuable 
qualities of the American newspaper the Reg­ 
ister has been somewhat modified to suit (he 
habits of thought of the society for which it 
is written. It has therefore adopted some of 
the peculiarities of the French press, but this 
very adaptability is the best test of the abil­ 
ity of the gentleman who controls its fortunes. 
He is not one of those unprogressive pi>ople 
who are unable to recognize that the chief 
merit of a newspaper to in reflecting aocu- 
xately the state of society in which it existo. 
The tone of the paper to essentially Ameri­ 
can, and the freedom and ability with which 
aB subjects are treated place the Register in 
the front rank of Parisiati journalism. 
We 
are proud of the success that has been won by 
American energy and intelligence, and espe- 
cialfy proud of Mr. Ryan as an old aítaché of 
the H e b a ld . 
When we consider that tbe American Regis­ 
ter yields little in the enterprise of its manage­ 
ment to the best class of New York dailies we 
shall be able to form something like a correct 
idea of the number and importance of the 
American colony in Paris upon whom it must 
rely tor support. The attrastion of Paris for 
the transatlantic traveller seems to be irresist­ 
ible, and the growing popularity of European 
travel promises to furnish a oonstant stream of 
readers to an American paper in the French 
capital Mr. Ryan may, ^refore, look for­ 
ward to reaping 
a 
rich harvest in the 
future as the result of tho enterprise and 
ability he bos displayed in fonnding and 
managing his paper so as to place it in a 
position where it need feat no rivalry. Indeed 
we look forward to the dojy when the American 
Register will take the place of the QcUignani, 
or at least so dwarf the other, the older paper, 
that its importance as an organ of the English- 
speaking residents of Paris will be at an end. 
The work already aocomplished excites our 
admiration, and we recognize in it signs of the 
influence that the psew literature of America 
is destined to exert on the journalism of the 
Old World. 
We cannot help wishing the 
American Register,, as the pioneer of New World 
ideas, a brilliant and prosperous career in tho 
future.

BbITISH CA3QtBT CALCULATIONS FOB PaBLZA- 


M3WT.— Premier Gladstone’s call for the as­ 
semblage oC a Cabinet Council in London dur­ 
ing the present week has, it isinfsrred, Gfwcial 
reference to the subject of the Geneva settle­ 
ment in the Alabama claims case, and the ef­ 
fect which the insertion of the sum awarded to 
the United States in CbanceUor Lowe’s Budget 
may have on the ministerial position in Parlia­ 
ment. This inference is probably correct. The 
various matters which are In process of final 
adjustment between England and America— 
including tho boundary survey for the running 
of a lino of demarcation between British North 
America and the territory of the Union, sup­ 
plemental charges for the Mixed Commission 
under the Treaty of Washington, the cost of the 
San Joan boundary arbitration and a demand 
for extra cash in connection with the Geneva 
proceedings—will entail an extra and hitherto 
unknown expense of $680,000 on Her Majesty’s 
Treasury. Then there to the Alabama award. 
The budget paper will thus require very care­ 
ful preparation, in order to moke it balance 
agreeably to the English people. Mr. Lowe to 
an able financier, and Britain will be, very 
likely, sattofled ultimatoty. oa the principie 
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Tha BOWS givea in anotiier oolnnm from one 
ofthsAretic expeditions sent out from Ger­ 
many this year may throw a ray or two of 
light over the past Sommer weather and ice con­ 
ditions that have recently prevailed in the high 
North. The intelligenoe to from Hauunerfest, 
as late as the 24th of August, and briefly states 
the facte of the rediscovery aud examination 
of King Carl’s Land by Captain Altmaun and 
his experience of but little ice on the east 
coast of Spitzbergen. 
The Swedes 
have 
usually reported large ice formations on this 
inhospitoble coast, even in Summer, and from 
Captain Altmann’s experience it seems highly 
probable the energy of Old Sol has been phe­ 
nomenal there this Summer, as well us in our 
part of the world. 
There are now a half dozen expeditious in 
the fields of Arctic research seeking by various 
routes and methods to attain the uncon­ 
querable Pole, or, at least, to find “a imth to 
perpetuity of fame.” Like the expedition under 
the command of Captain Altmanu, most of these 
adventurers are trying their fortune in the 
route lying between the coasts of Spitzbergen 
and Nova Zembla. One expedition, under the 
lead of M. Pavy, is the only representative of 
those scientists who think the true approaches 
to the Pole lie to the northward of Behring 
Strait. 
This latter hypothesis was ably sus­ 
tained and would have been gallantly tested 
by M. Gustave Lambert, the French savant, 
but that his life was sacrificed to his country’s 
defence in the late Prussian war. 
It is a great pity that there was no interna­ 
tional concert in pluuning aud despatching 
the present expeditions, one of which ought, 
by all means, to have been sent north of 
Behring Strait, if for no other purpose, to 
gather tho harvest of magnetic, meteorological 
and other scientific observations so much 
needed by the whole civilized world. We are 
not disposed to gauge tho merit of any enter­ 
prise by its merely pecuniary returns ; but the 
interests' of navigation alone require that 
every ray of light that can be collected should 
be brought to bear on the mysterious varia­ 
tions of the 
mariner’s needle 
and the 
general physical 
phenomena 
that 
mark 
the high 
latitudes 
of the 
globe. 
The 
excellent experience afforded and the tone of 
hardy and skilful seamanship infused into a 
navy by such daring exploits as those of Wilkes 
and R obs, of Sir Edward Belcher aud other 
naval commanders of Arctic fleets, will amply 
warrant the government in sending out, at no 
distant day, an Arctic Surveying Expedition 
into the waters as yet almost unfurrowed which 
lie beyond Behring Sea. The subject may well 
engage the attention of our naval authorities. 
There are doubtless great discoveries awaiting 
the explorer of this unexplored region, in 
which for tho botanist, the naturalist and tho 
astronomer, there to so much to learn. The 
navy, which engages in no such work in time 
of prolonged peace, will soon canker and rot 
There are other achievements for our national 
ships besides those of war; and, if the standard 
of excellence is to be kept up, the gallant men 
who man them, as some one has said, must 
have something else to do than to pick oakum 
or run over the masthead after topgallant 
yards.

The Ezodns ft»m the British. Islnnds. 
The stream of emigration from the British 
Isles continues, to flow with nndiminished 
force. The offlicial reporto of the departures 
from Livei-pooL during the last three months 
amount to the enormous figure of fifty-four 
thousand souls. When we remember that this 
to only one of the pnte of depaxtnre eome 
idea of the. drain on the British population 
may be formed. 
Ireland, which contributes 
such a largo quota to the emigrant Ust, to only 
partially represented in these figures, as nearly 
all the steamers from Liverpool call at Queens­ 
town, where they embark passengers for 
Amertoa. 
Another important stream sets out 
from Glasgow, and is fed at Londonderry in 
the some way that the Liverpool lines are fed 
in Cork. Taking the emigrants from these 
•onroes and from London and Southampton 
into consideration we would be justified; in 
setting down the emigrotion from the British 
Isles at nearly fotu hundred thousand souls 
yearly. This immense loss of Ubor power 
wiU in tho end seriously affect the industrial 
supremacy of England, os labor must of ne­ 
cessity become dear as it becomes scarce. For 
the most part the emigrants turn their faces 
toward the United States, and the iuoreass of 
our productive powers to in direct proportion 
to the loss of England. In Europe all the ad­ 
vantages of life are centred in the wealthy 
classes, and those who have to depend on 
work must be content to labor on in hopeless 
poverty. They see in America a new field,

This heavy taxation for 
1872 is made necessary by the deficiency of nix 
aud a half million dollirs, by which sum ttm 
Legislature of 1870 and 1871 exceeded in appm- 
priations and expenditures the amount of tho 
State’s revenue for those yetuu To cover 
this deficit calls for an addition of 3A mUto to 
the levy for this year, which aside from that 
wonfd be 5j mills, a fraction loss than in 1871, 
and IJ mills less than in 1870. By an act of 
lost Winter’s Legislature it was proposed to take 
a vote of the people this Fall upon an amend­ 
ment to the constitution creating this six and» 
hall million dofloieucy in the budgets of 1870 
aud 1871 a bonded debt, payable in three instal- 
meuto at four, eight and twelve years. Careful 
lawyers pronounced this proposition unconsti­ 
tutional, because our fundamental law pro­ 
scribes that only one proposition for an amend­ 
ment to the oonstitution shall be submitted to 
the people at any one general election; and a 
few days after the passage of this law relative to 
the debt the Legislature enacted that at tho 
November eleotion the vote shall be taken on 
an amendment extending the term of the Oom- 
mission of Appeals. The latest act stands; so 
the former must fall. For that reason our 
taxes for this year ore increased by about fifty 
per cent.

Even OosU (now Hlr Michael), temporarily abdi­ 
cated hla orchestral throne In favor of the re- 
uowned Gemum master, and everything possible 
was done to render the opera attractive. 
There were mnsieal giants and giantesses on 
earth In those days, aud many of them were then 
assembled in fsiiidon for the season. Among the 
vocallsu were:—Mesdames Urlsl, Jeuuy IJnd.

Of these (all then in their zenith), 
some are dead and others so lost In a kind of sympa­ 
thetic dissoluUon as regards artistic existence that 
llo.salnl’8 “Ml Manca la Voce” (my voice falls me», 
or the old men’s chorus In Gounod’s “Faust’’ are 
probably the only pieces In which they could now 
1)6 heard to advantage. Fancy Tamberlik and Mario 
lu the first tenor part of the latter. 
From the above-mentioned splendid gnla.\y the 
cast of Spohr’a “Faust’’ was selected, Madame 
CasteUan, Tamberlik, Giorgio Iloncoul and Carl 
Formes snstaining the principal characters. But, 
despite the superior beauty of the music, and tne 
applause bestowed upon the lovely baritone aria, 
‘ Ltobe 1st die zarto BlUthe*’ (Faust la a baritone 
In Hpohr’sopera), tho soprano scena, “Ja, Ichftlhl’ 
estrene Uebe;’’ the flue baas air for Meflato, and 
the witches' choruacs, the opera failed to take a 
poi manent hold of the public, lu consequence of 
the clumsily constructed libretto and comparatively 
smalt Importance attached to the character of 
Margnerlte. 
We have glanced at the production of Snohr’s 
“Faust*’ at Oovent Garden chiefly to show that 
muslo alone, however beautllul, will not lusure 
the suocess of an opera In the present age, aud to 
explain why one of the greatest of modern com­ 
posers railed In dealing with a subject since so suc- 
oesafully treated by Monslenr Gounod. It Is not so 
much to bis music that the celebrated French com­ 
poser owes the popularity of his “Faust’’ as to tho 
fact that his librettist provided him with a loadlug 
character In the person of Margnerlte, which makes 
large demands upon the highest order of executive 
genius. 
With an efficient Marguerite, Gounod’s 
“Fauat” must always please; with a great one U 
excites enthusiasm. 
Bat speaking of Marguerite, her name is legion. 
In a recent article we mentioned all or nearly all 
the successful representatives of that deeply In­ 
teresting character who have appeared here and 
elsewhere. We spoke of them comparatively, the 
good, the better and the best, and that best Is un- 
qnestionablr Mme. Paulino Lucca. 
Hers, indeed, 
is the only truthful portrayal of the part according 
to the poet’s Idea. To say that she does justice to 
M. Gounod’s muslo would be Ihlnt praise, for she 
raises it Into a pure atmosphere of simple truth to 
which the compo.ser does not seem to desire to 
soar. She Inluaea some healthy German life blood, 
fresh from a heart fired by Goethean Inspiration, 
fnto the veins of tho Gallic muso, who Improves 
under the process. 
Take for instance the dismal “Es war oin Koenig 
In Thule,’’ with its quaint harmonies. Why should 
the light-hearted German child feel so hopelessly 
wretched as this monrnfnl ditty, which sounds like 
some ancient Bcandlnavian death song or an Irish 
“keen,” seems to imply? Gretciien Is simply dis­ 
turbed In mind. “Es 1st mlr so, Ich weisa nlcht 
wle” (I feel I know not how), says Goethe’s crea­ 
tion, and M. Gounod Immediately Intouos the sad­ 
dest of chants. 
Mme. Lucca, however, with more knowledge of 
Goethe than M. Gounod, very properly lightens the 
oppressive effect of this as much as possible by sing­ 
ing It faster and with much less mciancholy expres­ 
sion than the composer Intended. The same kind 
of merit belongs to her immensely joyous aud thor­ 
oughly unailVcted rendering of the “Air des «1- 
Jonx,” which rather solicits from the singer the 
small graces and piqnant effects of the ifrench 
opt'ra cwntque school. Here again Mme. Lncca 
corrects M. Gounod and surpasses In truthful­ 
ness every other representative of the character. 
With Madame Lncca, Margnerlte, in fine, Is tho 
unadulterated child of nature that Goethe drew. 
No fine lady, truly, no poetical visionary. Would 
Faust W88 her hand, she tells him, “Slo 1st so gar- 
stlg 1st so rauh.’’ 
(It is so dirty aud so rough.) 
Further she relates how at early morn she had to 
be at the washing tub, “Und frtlh am Tage schon 
amWaschtrog sfehn.’^ When she loves, nothing 
can be more emphatic than the expression of her 
love. Witness the manner In which she takes 
Faust to her arms and kisses him, exclaiming, 
“Beater Mann! von Herzen ileb Ich dlcb.” 
(Best 
of men, I love thee from my heart.) Those who do 
not uuderstand Goethe may take this to be coarse, 
but those who do regard It as the pnro and spon- 
tanooua ebuUution of first love, trusting, truthful 
and beantifrd. 
But In the church scene and the last agonizing 
Interview with Faust the acting and singing of 
Madame Lncca rise into the regions of sublimity. 
No one who has ever seen her In these scenes can 
forget the forceful character of her acting or the 
voice quivering over with real passion. 
Owing 
to the Illness—a severe one, too—of Mile. Sanz. the 
contralto of Mr. Maretzek's company. Mile. Frida 
de Gebele. a recoguLscd favorite In New York, 
undertook the rOle of Siebel at a few hours’ notice, 
and made a very commendable impersonation of It. 
9tgnor Vizzant was taken actually out of a sick bed 
to play the part of Faust, and he did not disap- 
PQlq^ Uie expectations of ¿is m¿íia¿m'. ^ 5 Y7Í»!» 
we could say the same of Signor Sparapanl as Val­ 
entin, but we cannot. 
Eutire praise Is due to the 
magniflcent rendition of the rOle. of Mephlstopheles 
by M. Jainet, who has so far proved himself one of 
the best and most reliable artists of the entire 
troupe. 
There seems to be something fatal to 
operatic voices In the present weather, bnc 
Madame Lucca has so far escaped scot free. Her

New Hampshire, Connecticut, Oregou, North 
Carolina, Vermont and Maine, and now Vcnn- 
sylvauia, Ohio, Indiana, Nebraska and South 
Carolina, have, each iu its turn, pronounced 
in favor of the administration, while on the 
other hand only the Sttilo of Georgia has de- 
clared against it. 


New Hampshire and Connecticut, indicated 


the solidity of the republican lines in the 
East, Vermont and Maine confirmed it; North 
Carolina, the first direct test of the strength of 
the new opposition coalition, failed to develop 
any material accessions to the democratic 
party from the anti-Grant republicans in the 
South, while in the results in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and Nebraska we now perceive, 
from these important elections of Tuesday last, 
that in the central States and the West the 
republican followers of Greeley and Brown 
have failed to carry over to the reconstructed 
democracy the popular balance of power. The 
republican party, in short, from these October 
elections of 1872, holds substantially the same 
ground and the same advantages which it 
commanded under General Grant after the 
October elections of 1868, and so far the con- 
sequences to Greeley and Brown in November 
are foreshadowed in the defeat of Seymour 
and Blair. 


Whatever the shortcomings or the mistakes 


of General Grant in his great office, and not- 
withstanding the desertions from him of such 
conspicuous party leaders as Stunner, Trum- 
bull, Greeley, Brown, Schurz, Fenton. Curtin 
and McClure, the American people still grate- 
folly remember the incalculable services of the 
great soldier who extinguished the Southern 
rebellious confederacy and restored the Union; 
and still remember, too. the condition of the 
national treasury and its administration when 
turned over to General Grant, and the practi- 
cal reforms and retrenchments which have fol- 
lowed under his honest management. Bat 
above all considerations, no doubt, which have 
operated in General Grant's favor in these re- 


j cent elections is the consideration that while 


the financial and business affairs of the coun- 
try will suffer no disastrous shock or revulsion 
from Ms re-election we do not know what might 
be the consequences in 1873 of a political revo- 
lution

The new reqirti" of Italian opera in this city 


is not without the usual difficulties and short- 
comings. It has given us one transcendent 
artist in Pauline Lucca, aud, on the whole, a 
fair ensemble of artistic merit, besides some 
improvement in scenery, the choruses and the 
orchestra; but we shall, not be satisfied till the 
opsra is raised to the same standard of excel- 
lence in all respects that it has reached in tho 
first capitals of Europe. Our people are will- 
ing and able to pay for that. This has been 
shown in the liberal support they gave to opera 
during the last season, when Kiisson was the 
star", and the season that has just commenced, 
with Lucca as the great attraction. Admitting 
that we have not so many first or even second 
rats artists to draw from as they have in Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin or St Petersburg: that there 
is considerable difficulty in inducing such art- 
ists to cross the Atlantic, and that when tempted 
to come it is only by managers paying them 
extravagantly for their services, still there are 
valuable and attractive auxiliaries to operatic 
performances that may be obtained at not so 
great a cost. The orchestra, for example, 
could be made better and the choruses be 
improved. 
In some operas a strong and 


effective chorus is so necessary that without it 
the whole performance may become flat. This 
defect has been complained of in the perform- 
ance of "L* Africaine," notwithstanding the 
superb singing and acting of Pauline Lucca. 
Though we could hardly expect, everything to 
run smoothly and entirely satisfactorily the 
first few nights of the season, for both the 
orchestra and choruses have to become well 
drilled, yet the public have a right to require 
greater efficiency, and we hope the managers 
will not disappoint expectation. Then, again,

They even engage the Bohemians, who 
are affiliated with them, to threaten and em- 
barrass the managers. They forget that the 
opera is for the public gratification and j 
cultivation in music and 
not merely to ! 


gratify their conceit and pretensions. 
The 


season has opened well, with the exceptions 
mentioned, is well supported by the people 
and fashionable society, and promises to be a 
brilliant one. We are always disposed to give 
the greatest encouragement to this delightful j 
and refining amusement, and in pointing out I 
what improvements are needed we do so both I 
in the interest of the public and for the 
benefit of the management- And here we 
must give the managers due credit for abolish- 
ing the daqm and other kinds of clap-trap, 
whieh heretofore was a- nuisance, as well as 
for suppressing the vast and indiscriminate 
dead-head system. It is a good indication for 
opera in the future when the managers are 
resolved to let it stand upon its merits. In 
Lucca they have all that could be desired in a 
priiaa donna. She has real genius, has no 
superior, if an equal, in the world, and both 
her singing and acting nrc exquisite. Let-us 
have the orchestra and the choruses as good 
as they can be made- a conscientious per- 
formance by the other artists, and. if neces- 
sary, a fresh supply of artists to aid those 
already engaged, an-i the seasoa cannot fail to 
be successful and proS.-able.

their own dull way they have entered on the 
path of progress. 
Among the English jour- 


nals one only has had tho manliness to ac- 
knowledge the influence that American jour- 
nalism and American thought are exercising 
on the Old World newspaper; but then the 
Daily Telegraph, as the most successful of all 
the London papers, can well afford to make the 
confession. Indeed, the success that has at- 
tended its career is in no small degree due to 
its having closely modelled itself on the Ameri- 
can press. 


Perhaps the best example of ths growing in- 


fluence and importance of American journal- 
ism in Europe is furnished by the success of 
the American Register in the capital of France. 
Until a few years ago the only journal in the 
English language published in Paris was the 
English organ, the Oalignam-, which monopo- 
lized the patronage of the English-speaking 
people; but, in order to obtain a partial sup- 
port from ihe French population, one-half the 
paper was printed in the language of the coun- 
try. From time to time efforts were made to es- 
tablish an American paper, but the attempts had 
in every instance before the appearance of the 
American Register ended in failure. This was, 
no doubt, in great part due to the inexperience 
and want of training of those who undertook 
to carry out the project. Of course the diffi- 
culties to be surmounted were considerable, 
and at first sight the results to be obtained, 
even with success, seemed inadequate to the 
labor involved in the undertaking. 
Matters 


remained in this condition until the arrival in 
Paris of Sir. Eyan, the present editor and pro- 
prietor of the American Register. This gentle- 
man had been connected with the HEBAJJD, 
and received a journalistic training while on 
its staff that stood him in good stead when he 
resolved to found an American organ whieh 
should rival the long-established but some- 
what slow Gniiynani. The undertaking was an 
arduous ons; but by dint of energy and a 
display of rare journalistic ability Mr. Kyan 
has succeeded in creating an organ of Ameri- 
can opinion in Paris that not alone rivals but 
-alre&dv SUrp«^SGS ^i1^ t'-'y^'I^^.T^ GaXiuivujti 121 all 
the essentials of a good newspaper. Unlike its 
rival the Register is wholly written in English 
and relies for support on the English-speaking 
population. 
While preserving the valuable 


qualities of the American newspaper the Reg- 
ister has been somewhat modified to suit the 
habits of thought of the society for which it 
is written. It has therefore adopted some of 
the peculiarities of the French press, but this 
very adaptability is the best test of the abil- 
ity of the gentleman who controls its fortunes. 
He is not one of those ttnprogressive people 
who are unable to recognize that the chief 
merit of a newspaper is in reflecting accu- 
rately the state of society in which it exists. 


The tone of the paper is essentially Ameri- 


can, aud the freedom and ability with which 
all subjects are treated place the Register in j 
the front rank of Parisian journalism. We 
are proud of the success that has been won by 
American energy and intelligence, and espe- 
cially proud of Mr. Kyau as an old attache of 
the HERAI/D. 


When we consider that the American Regis- 


ter yields little in the enterprise of ite manage- 
ment to the best class of New York dailies we 
shall be able to form something like a correct 
idea of the number and importance of the 
American colony in Paris upon whom it must 
rely for support- The attraction of Paris for 
the transatlantic traveller seems to be irresist- 
ible, and the growing popularity of European 
travel promises to furnish a constant stream oi 
readers to an American paper in the French 
capital. Mr. Ryan may, therefore, look for- 
ward to reaping 
a rich harvest in the 


future as the result of the enterprise and 
ability he has displayed in founding and 
managing his paper so as to place it in a 
position where it need fear no rivalry. Indeed 
we look forward to the day when the American 
jRyjistrr will take the place of the GaSgn/jni-, 
or at least so dwarf the other, tbe older paper, 
that its importance as an organ of the English- 
speaking residents of Paris will be at an end. 
The work already accomplished excites our 
admiration, and we recognize in it signs of the 
influence that th" press literature of America 
is destined to eseri on the journalism of the 
Old World. 
We cannot help wishing the 


Awricyn Rtyistrr. as the pioneer of Sew World 
ideas, a brilliant and prosperous career in the 
future.

of the Arctic expeditious sent out froiu Ger- 
many this yeur miiy throw a ray or two of 
light over the past Summer weather and ice con- 
ditions that have recently prevailed iu the high 
North. Tho intelligence is from Huuimerf'est, 
as late as the 24th of August, and briefly states 
the facta of the rediscovery and examination 
of King Carl's Land by Captain Alltnaim and 
his experience of but little ice on the oast 
coast of Spitzbergeu. 
The Swedes 
have 


usually reported large ice formations cm this 
inhospitable coast, even in Summer, and from 
Captain Altmaun'H experience it seems highly 
probable the energy of Old Sol hiw been phe- 
nomenal there this Summer, as well as in our 
par! of the world. 


There are now a half dozen expeditions in 


the fields of Arctic research seeking by various 
routes and methods to attain Ihe uncon- 
querable Pole, or, at least, to find "a path to 
perpetuity of fame.'' Like the expedition under 
the command of Captain Altmann, most of these 
adventurers are trying their fortune in the 
route lying between the coasts of Spitzbergon 
and Nova Zembla. One expedition, under the 
lead of M. Pavy, is the only representative of 
those scientists who think the true approaches 
to the Pole lie to the northward of Behring 
Strait. This latter hypothesis was ably sus- 
tained and would have been gallantly tested 
by M. Gustave Lambert, the French savant, 
but that his life was sacrificed to his country's 
defence iii^he late Prussian war. 


It is a great pity that there was no interna- 


tional concert in planning and despatching 
the present expeditions, one of which ought, 
by all means, to have been sent north of 
Behring Strait, if for 110 other purpose, to 
gather the harvest of magnetic, meteorological 
and other scientific obsexvations so much 
needed by the whole civilized world. We are 
not disposed to gauge the merit of any enter- 
prise by its merely pecuniary returns ; but the 
interests of navigation alone require that 
every ray of light that can be collected should 
be brought to bear on the mysterious varia- 
tions of the 
mariner's needle and the 


general physical 
phenomena that 
mark 


the high 
latitudes 
of the 
globe. 
The 


excellent experience afforded and the tone of 
hardy and skilful seamanship infused jnfo a 
navy by such daring exploits as those of Wilkes 
and Boss, of Sir Edward Belcher and other 
naval commanders of Arctic fleets, will amply 
warrant the government in sending out, at no 
distant day, an Arctic Surveying Expedition 
into the waters as yet almost unfurrowed whieh 
lie beyond Behring Sea. The subject may well 
engage the attention of our naval authorities. 
There are doubtless great discoveries awaiting 
the explorer of this unexplored region, in 
which for the botanist, the naturalist and the 
astronomer, there is so much to learn. The 
navy, which engages in no such work in time 
of prolonged peace, trill soon canker and rot. 
There are other achievements for our national 
ships besides those of war; and, if the standard 
of eiodlence is to be kept up, the gallant men 
who man them, as some one has said, must 
have something else to do than to pick oakum 
or run over the masthead after topgallant 
yards. 


Monarchist and Harry Bassett. 


The race at Jerome Park on Saturday last 


between the two great Lexington colts for 
the Maturity Stakes, was not merely a 
surprise in its result, but, as a closely con- 
tested race, has perhaps never been surpassed 
in the interest it suddenly excited while the 
running was in progress. Before the race the 
betting on Harry Bassett was ten to one, with 
few takers ; and, even on the second mile, 
though barely leading by a neck, the sporting 
fraternity held their faith in his powers, only 
to be mistaken. The event was hailed with 
wonder, not unmingled with delight, that 
something had beaten the favorite ; for fame 
on the turf is fickleness itself. 


It will, therefore, be of interest to all who 


dote on th© chestnut King of the Turf, albeit 
dethroned, to learn that he will contest the 
crown with Monarchist on Saturday next. 
They are both declared positively as starters 
in the four-mile race for the twelve hundred 
dollar purse. As Bassett"was declared some- 
what out of condition on last Saturday every 
effort is being made to bring him up to the 
required form for the coming stretch.

Our Static Tax. 


Compl roller Hopkins haa issued ft circular 


announcing that tho Board of Equalization of 
Taxes have fixed the sum to be raised by las 
in the State for 1872 at $19,580,882 30,' tho 
levy being at the very high rate of 9J mills. 
This rate is high beyond precedent in the his- 
tory of tho State of New York, tho highest 
ever known before being in 1B70, when it 
was computed at 7 41-150 mills. In 1871 it 
was 5 79-120 mills. This heavy taxation for 
1872 is made necessary by the deficiency of six: 
and a half million dollars, by which sum tho 
Legislature of 1870 and 1871 exceeded in appro- 
priations and expenditures the amount of the* 
State's revenue for those years. To cover 
this deficit calls for an addition of 3£- mills tw 
the levy for this year, which aside from thafe 
would be 5J mills, a fraction less than in 1871. 
and 1J mills less than in 1870. By an B& of 
last Winter's Legislature it was proposed to fake* 
a vote of the people this Fall upon an amend- 
ment to the constitution creating this six and* 
halt million deficiency in the budgets of 1878 
and 1871 a bonded debt, payable in three instal- 
ments at four, eight and twelve years.

lawyers pronounced this proposition unconsti- 
tutional, because our fundamental law pre- 
scribes that only one proposition for an amend- 
ment to the constitution shall be submitted to 
the people at any one general election; and a 
few days after the passage of this law relative to 
the debt the Legislature enacted that at tha 
November election the vote shall be taken on.

The democrats 
admit a defeat of from 10,000 to 15,000, while the 
Chairman or the Republican Stale Committee 
claims as high as 18,000. In Hamilton county, How- 
ever, there has been a heavy republican loss, and 
in Cleveland the liberal republicans have evidently 
Seen a substantial and palpable addition of strength 
to the democratic ticket. 


About Indiana nothing certain can as yet be 


elated. The latest despatch concedes tlie State to 
HendricRs by an inflnitessimal majority; but opinion 
fluctuates every hour as the news of the varying 
fortune of the two parties in the more remote 
counties is received. It will certainly need an 
•enlcialcanvass ol the vote to show whether Brown 
er HendricKs has been the victor in the fray. 
In any event the Legislature is very decidedly 
*fepubllcan, and there can be no doubt of the com- 
plexion of the next United states Senator. The 
republicans also have certainly gained one Con- 
gressman.

Curtin 
and McClure, the American people still grate- 
folly remember the incalculable services of the 
great soldier who extinguished the Southern 
rebellious confederacy and restored the Union; 
and still remember, too. the condition of the 
national treasury and its administration when 
turned over to General Grant, and the practi- 
cal reforms and retrenchments which have fol- 
lowed under his honest management. Bat 
above all considerations, no doubt, which have 
operated in General Grant's favor in these re- 


j cent elections is the consideration that while 


the financial and business affairs of the coun- 
try will suffer no disastrous shock or revulsion 
from Ms re-election we do not know what might

Tlse Pall Sea sou of Italiau Opera* 
The new reqirti" of Italian opera in this city 


is not without the usual difficulties and short- 
comings. It has given us one transcendent 
artist in Pauline Lucca, aud, on the whole, a 
fair ensemble of artistic merit, besides some 
improvement in scenery, the choruses and the 
orchestra; but we shall, not be satisfied till the 
opsra is raised to the same standard of excel- 
lence in all respects that it has reached in tho 
first capitals of Europe. Our people are will- 
ing and able to pay for that. This has been 
shown in the liberal support they gave to opera 
during the last season, when Kiisson was the 
star", and the season that has just commenced, 
with Lucca as the great attraction. Admitting 
that we have not so many first or even second 
rats artists to draw from as they have in Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin or St Petersburg: that there 
is considerable difficulty in inducing such art- 
ists to cross the Atlantic, and that when tempted 
to come it is only by managers paying them 
extravagantly for their services, still there are 
valuable and attractive auxiliaries to operatic 
performances that may be obtained at not so 
great a cost. The orchestra, for example, 
could be made better and the choruses be 
improved. 
In some operas a strong and 


effective chorus is so necessary that without it 
the whole performance may become flat. This 
defect has been complained of in the perform- 
ance of "L* Africaine," notwithstanding the 
superb singing and acting of Pauline Lucca. 
Though we could hardly expect, everything to 
run smoothly and entirely satisfactorily the 
first few nights of the season, for both the 
orchestra and choruses have to become well 
drilled, yet the public have a right to require 
greater efficiency, and we hope the managers 
will not disappoint expectation. Then, again,

Another drawback to first rate 
opera, as well as a great embarrassment to the 
managers, is the interference of certain cliques 
with the management They have the absurd 
pretension to dictate what shall or shall not 
be performed and who shall or shall not per- 
form. They even engage the Bohemians, who 
are affiliated with them, to threaten and em- 
barrass the managers. They forget that the 
opera is for the public gratification and j 
cultivation in music and 
not merely to ! 


gratify their conceit and pretensions. 
The 


season has opened well, with the exceptions 
mentioned, is well supported by the people 
and fashionable society, and promises to be a 
brilliant one. We are always disposed to give 
the greatest encouragement to this delightful j 
and refining amusement, and in pointing out I 
what improvements are needed we do so both I 
in the interest of the public and for the 
benefit of the management- And here we 
must give the managers due credit for abolish- 
ing the daqm and other kinds of clap-trap, 
whieh heretofore was a- nuisance, as well as 
for suppressing the vast and indiscriminate 
dead-head system. It is a good indication for 
opera in the future when the managers are 
resolved to let it stand upon its merits. In 
Lucca they have all that could be desired in a 
priiaa donna. She has real genius, has no 
superior, if an equal, in the world, and both 
her singing and acting nrc exquisite. Let-us 
have the orchestra and the choruses as good 
as they can be made- a conscientious per- 
formance by the other artists, and. if neces- 
sary, a fresh supply of artists to aid those 
already engaged, an-i the seasoa cannot fail to 
be successful and proS.-able.

smartness of the American pressman, but in 
their own dull way they have entered on the 
path of progress. 
Among the English jour- 


nals one only has had tho manliness to ac- 
knowledge the influence that American jour- 
nalism and American thought are exercising 
on the Old World newspaper; but then the 
Daily Telegraph, as the most successful of all 
the London papers, can well afford to make the 
confession. Indeed, the success that has at- 
tended its career is in no small degree due to 
its having closely modelled itself on the Ameri- 
can press. 


Perhaps the best example of ths growing in- 


fluence and importance of American journal- 
ism in Europe is furnished by the success of 
the American Register in the capital of France. 
Until a few years ago the only journal in the 
English language published in Paris was the 
English organ, the Oalignam-, which monopo- 
lized the patronage of the English-speaking 
people; but, in order to obtain a partial sup- 
port from ihe French population, one-half the 
paper was printed in the language of the coun- 
try. From time to time efforts were made to es- 
tablish an American paper, but the attempts had 
in every instance before the appearance of the 
American Register ended in failure. This was, 
no doubt, in great part due to the inexperience 
and want of training of those who undertook 
to carry out the project. Of course the diffi- 
culties to be surmounted were considerable, 
and at first sight the results to be obtained, 
even with success, seemed inadequate to the 
labor involved in the undertaking. 
Matters 


remained in this condition until the arrival in 
Paris of Sir. Eyan, the present editor and pro- 
prietor of the American Register. This gentle- 
man had been connected with the HEBAJJD, 
and received a journalistic training while on 
its staff that stood him in good stead when he 
resolved to found an American organ whieh 
should rival the long-established but some- 
what slow Gniiynani. The undertaking was an 
arduous ons; but by dint of energy and a 
display of rare journalistic ability Mr. Kyan 
has succeeded in creating an organ of Ameri- 
can opinion in Paris that not alone rivals but 
-alre&dv SUrp«^SGS ^i1^ t'-'y^'I^^.T^ GaXiuivujti 121 all 
the essentials of a good newspaper. Unlike its 
rival the Register is wholly written in English 
and relies for support on the English-speaking 
population. 
While preserving the valuable 


qualities of the American newspaper the Reg- 
ister has been somewhat modified to suit the 
habits of thought of the society for which it 
is written. It has therefore adopted some of 
the peculiarities of the French press, but this 
very adaptability is the best test of the abil- 
ity of the gentleman who controls its fortunes. 
He is not one of those ttnprogressive people 
who are unable to recognize that the chief 
merit of a newspaper is in reflecting accu- 
rately the state of society in which it exists. 


The tone of the paper is essentially Ameri- 


can, aud the freedom and ability with which 
all subjects are treated place the Register in j 
the front rank of Parisian journalism. We 
are proud of the success that has been won by 
American energy and intelligence, and espe- 
cially proud of Mr. Kyau as an old attache of 
the HERAI/D. 


When we consider that the American Regis- 


ter yields little in the enterprise of ite manage- 
ment to the best class of New York dailies we 
shall be able to form something like a correct 
idea of the number and importance of the 
American colony in Paris upon whom it must 
rely for support- The attraction of Paris for 
the transatlantic traveller seems to be irresist- 
ible, and the growing popularity of European 
travel promises to furnish a constant stream oi 
readers to an American paper in the French 
capital. Mr. Ryan may, therefore, look for- 
ward to reaping 
a rich harvest in the 


future as the result of the enterprise and 
ability he has displayed in founding and 
managing his paper so as to place it in a 
position where it need fear no rivalry. Indeed 
we look forward to the day when the American 
jRyjistrr will take the place of the GaSgn/jni-, 
or at least so dwarf the other, tbe older paper, 
that its importance as an organ of the English- 
speaking residents of Paris will be at an end. 
The work already accomplished excites our 
admiration, and we recognize in it signs of the 
influence that th" press literature of America 
is destined to eseri on the journalism of the 
Old World. 
We cannot help wishing the 


Awricyn Rtyistrr. as the pioneer of Sew World 
ideas, a brilliant and prosperous career in the 
future.

of the Arctic expeditious sent out froiu Ger- 
many this yeur miiy throw a ray or two of 
light over the past Summer weather and ice con- 
ditions that have recently prevailed iu the high 
North. Tho intelligence is from Huuimerf'est, 
as late as the 24th of August, and briefly states 
the facta of the rediscovery and examination 
of King Carl's Land by Captain Alltnaim and 
his experience of but little ice on the oast 
coast of Spitzbergeu. 
The Swedes 
have 


usually reported large ice formations cm this 
inhospitable coast, even in Summer, and from 
Captain Altmaun'H experience it seems highly 
probable the energy of Old Sol hiw been phe- 
nomenal there this Summer, as well as in our 
par! of the world. 


There are now a half dozen expeditions in 


the fields of Arctic research seeking by various 
routes and methods to attain Ihe uncon- 
querable Pole, or, at least, to find "a path to 
perpetuity of fame.'' Like the expedition under 
the command of Captain Altmann, most of these 
adventurers are trying their fortune in the 
route lying between the coasts of Spitzbergon 
and Nova Zembla. One expedition, under the 
lead of M. Pavy, is the only representative of 
those scientists who think the true approaches 
to the Pole lie to the northward of Behring 
Strait. This latter hypothesis was ably sus- 
tained and would have been gallantly tested 
by M. Gustave Lambert, the French savant, 
but that his life was sacrificed to his country's 
defence iii^he late Prussian war. 


It is a great pity that there was no interna- 


tional concert in planning and despatching 
the present expeditions, one of which ought, 
by all means, to have been sent north of 
Behring Strait, if for 110 other purpose, to 
gather the harvest of magnetic, meteorological 
and other scientific obsexvations so much 
needed by the whole civilized world. We are 
not disposed to gauge the merit of any enter- 
prise by its merely pecuniary returns ; but the 
interests of navigation alone require that 
every ray of light that can be collected should 
be brought to bear on the mysterious varia- 
tions of the 
mariner's needle and the 


general physical 
phenomena that 
mark 


the high 
latitudes 
of the 
globe. 
The 


excellent experience afforded and the tone of 
hardy and skilful seamanship infused jnfo a 
navy by such daring exploits as those of Wilkes 
and Boss, of Sir Edward Belcher and other 
naval commanders of Arctic fleets, will amply 
warrant the government in sending out, at no 
distant day, an Arctic Surveying Expedition 
into the waters as yet almost unfurrowed whieh 
lie beyond Behring Sea. The subject may well 
engage the attention of our naval authorities. 
There are doubtless great discoveries awaiting 
the explorer of this unexplored region, in 
which for the botanist, the naturalist and the 
astronomer, there is so much to learn. The 
navy, which engages in no such work in time 
of prolonged peace, trill soon canker and rot. 
There are other achievements for our national 
ships besides those of war; and, if the standard 
of eiodlence is to be kept up, the gallant men 
who man them, as some one has said, must 
have something else to do than to pick oakum 
or run over the masthead after topgallant 
yards.

Our Static Tax. 


Compl roller Hopkins haa issued ft circular 


announcing that tho Board of Equalization of 
Taxes have fixed the sum to be raised by las 
in the State for 1872 at $19,580,882 30,' tho 
levy being at the very high rate of 9J mills. 
This rate is high beyond precedent in the his- 
tory of tho State of New York, tho highest 
ever known before being in 1B70, when it 
was computed at 7 41-150 mills. In 1871 it 
was 5 79-120 mills. This heavy taxation for 
1872 is made necessary by the deficiency of six: 
and a half million dollars, by which sum tho 
Legislature of 1870 and 1871 exceeded in appro- 
priations and expenditures the amount of the* 
State's revenue for those years. To cover 
this deficit calls for an addition of 3£- mills tw 
the levy for this year, which aside from thafe 
would be 5J mills, a fraction less than in 1871. 
and 1J mills less than in 1870. By an B& of 
last Winter's Legislature it was proposed to fake* 
a vote of the people this Fall upon an amend- 
ment to the constitution creating this six and* 
halt million deficiency in the budgets of 1878 
and 1871 a bonded debt, payable in three instal- 
ments at four, eight and twelve years.

lawyers pronounced this proposition unconsti- 
tutional, because our fundamental law pre- 
scribes that only one proposition for an amend- 
ment to the constitution shall be submitted to 
the people at any one general election; and a 
few days after the passage of this law relative to 
the debt the Legislature enacted that at tha 
November election the vote shall be taken on.

SEWS FROM TEE ABCUO OCEAH AffD TSR'- 


0HTSTAiTDIH& POLAS FLEET. 


Dr. Petermann, the eminent geographer of Gotba^ 


Germany, has received Intelligence from Hammer- 
rest (Sorway), bearing date August 24, of tne • 
successful progress of one of the outstanding Polar 
expeditions, commanded by Captain Altmann. This 
is the first tidings that has reached us af any of the 
Arctic fleet of explorers, and con tains- soma inter- 
esting facts. Captain Altmann found that this year 
the east coast of Spitzbergen has been remarkably 
free from ice and safe for navigation, whicn ia 
highly enconraging for tne results of tae various 
ships now seeking to penetrate to high latf- 
tudes in the lev ocean. This officer also redis- 
covered and 
fanded upon King Carl's land, 
which had been sighted, but never before 
visitsd by any expedition. Captain Altmann fonmt 
that it consisted of-three large and many small 
Islands, Mng in the throat of the Polar stream that 
pours around Spitzbergen, Tae observations now- 
taken differ materially from those heretofore pnb- 
lishett by the Swedes". It is not improbable tost 
the drut-ice this year will be found m large quanH- 
ties, but, it would seem, not in formidable propor- 
tions, and almost all the exploring vessels now in. 
the high north are prepared to rongn It among toe 
worst seas of ice. Dr. Peiermann, in a circular 
dated Gotaa, September 2 (present), takes this at 
telligence as confirmatory of the theory or the ice 
and current conditions on which the outstanding- 
Anstriaa expedition aad others have been pro- 
jected.

cessfully treated by Monsieur Gounod. It fl not so 
much to his music that the celebrated Freith com- 
poser owes the popularity of his "Faust" t= to the 
fact thst his librettist provided him with i .eading 
character in the person of Marguerite, which makes 
large demands upon the highest order of exECutive 
genius. With an efficient Marguerite, G»nnod's 
"Faust" must always please; Tata a greit one it 
excites enthusiasm. 


But speaking of Marguerite, her name is legion. 


In a recent article we mentioned all or itarly all 
the successful representatives of that deeply in- 
teresting character who have appeared hire and 
elsewhere.

SEWS FROM TEE ABCUO OCEAH AffD TSR'- 


0HTSTAiTDIH& POLAS FLEET. 


Dr. Petermann, the eminent geographer of Gotba^ 


Germany, has received Intelligence from Hammer- 
rest (Sorway), bearing date August 24, of tne • 
successful progress of one of the outstanding Polar 
expeditions, commanded by Captain Altmann. This 
is the first tidings that has reached us af any of the 
Arctic fleet of explorers, and con tains- soma inter- 
esting facts. Captain Altmann found that this year 
the east coast of Spitzbergen has been remarkably 
free from ice and safe for navigation, whicn ia 
highly enconraging for tne results of tae various 
ships now seeking to penetrate to high latf- 
tudes in the lev ocean. This officer also redis- 
covered and 
fanded upon King Carl's land, 
which had been sighted, but never before 
visitsd by any expedition. Captain Altmann fonmt 
that it consisted of-three large and many small 
Islands, Mng in the throat of the Polar stream that 
pours around Spitzbergen, Tae observations now- 
taken differ materially from those heretofore pnb- 
lishett by the Swedes". It is not improbable tost 
the drut-ice this year will be found m large quanH- 
ties, but, it would seem, not in formidable propor- 
tions, and almost all the exploring vessels now in. 
the high north are prepared to rongn It among toe 
worst seas of ice. Dr. Peiermann, in a circular 
dated Gotaa, September 2 (present), takes this at 
telligence as confirmatory of the theory or the ice 
and current conditions on which the outstanding- 
Anstriaa expedition aad others have been pro- 
jected.
